BLUNT BLOUNT

‘COMMENTS ON STEVENS’S ACTION 


The Queen Signed an Abdication on _ the 
‘(Understanding That It Would 
Be Closely Reviewed at 
Washington. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The Herald this morn- 
ing prints, under a Washington date, 
what purports to be a large portion of 
the report of Commissioner Blount. It 
sums up as follows: 

“Commissioner Blount’s report will 
show that Minister Stevens landed the 
troops from the Boston long before 
there was any valid excuse for their 
presence on Hawaiian soil. He de- 
clined to remove them when requested 
to do so by the government and in- 
formed that the authorities were will- 
ing and able to preserve order and pro- 
tect American interests. The troops 


Were stationed across the street from }. 


the government building, in which Min- 
ister Stevens knew the revolutionists 
were about to read a proclamation, 
and the revolutionists’ committee re- 
lied upon the American troops to pro- 
tect them in the act of rebellion; that 
Stevens recognized the provisional gov- 
ernment, according to a preconceived 
programme, before that government 
obtained possession of the department 
of military power at Honolulu, and that 
the military power surrendered as the 
Queen surrendered, only through awe 
of the superior forces of the United 
States. 

“Commissioner Blount did work 
with great thoroughness. During the 
five or six months of his stay in Hono- 
lulu he worked with a single purpose— 
to ascertain the truth. He secured 
statements from members of the Cab- 
inet of the deposed Queen, from mem- 
bers of the Committee of Safety, which 
brought about the revolution; from 
officers of the Boston, and from other 
persons, including the Queen herself. 
gome of these persons were examined 
by Blount, a stenographer being pres- 
ent. 

“In one of his reports to the State 
Department, Commissioner © Blount 
said: ‘I send you a written state- 
ment from F. Wundenburg, who says 
his information is “derived from being 
personally present at all conferences 
of the Committee of Safety and that 
the utterances are based on ‘his per- 
sonal knowledge. He appears to be 
an intelligent man, and says he acted 
with the committee in good faith till 
the American flag was hoisted, and 
then he ceased communication with 
them. He, at this time (April 26,) is 
deputy clerk of the Supreme’ Court.’ 

“The statement of Wundenburgis as 
follows: “‘The Committee of Safety 
met at the office of W. O. Smith on 
Fort street, at 4 o’clock, on the after- 
noon of Monday, January 18, 1893, for 
the purpose of discussing the steps 
necessary to be taken in the formation 
of the new government. Shortly after 
the committee met they decided they 
were not ready for landing the Amer- 
ican troops, and a cOmmittee of three, 
with Thurston as chairman, was at 
once dispatched to the American lega- 
tion to prevail on Minister Stevens to 
delay landing the Boston’s men. The 
committee returned shortly and said 
that Stevens’said to them: . “‘Gentle- 
men, the troops of the Boston land at 
5 o’clock, this afternoon, whether you 
are ready for them or not.’”’ The Com- 
mittee of Safety adjourned to meet the 
same evening at the house of Henry 
Waterhouse. 

“The American troops landed at 5 
o’clock, as Stevens told the committee 
they would, and marched up Fort street 
to Merchant, and along Merchant 
street, halting in King street, between 
the palace and the government build- 
ing. At the time the men landed the 
town was perfectly quiet. The busi- 
ness hour was about over, and the 
people were in the streets. Nothing 
unusual was to be seen, except the 
landing of a formidable-armed force, 


| with Gatling guns, evidently fully pre- 


pared to remain on shore an indefinite 
length of time, as the men were sup- 
plied with double cartridge belts, filled 
with ammunition, also with haversacks 
and canteens, and attended by a hos- 
pital corps with stretchers and medi- 
cal supplies. 

“The curiosity of the people on the 
streets was aroused andthe youngsters, 
more particularly, followed the troops 
to. see what it was all about. Nobody 


| seemed to know, 80 when the troops 
found quarters the people dispersed, 


most of them going to a band con- 


cert at the hotel, which was very well- 
attended as it was a bright, moonlight 
night. All who -were not in the secret 
were wondering at the military demon- 


stration. 


“The committee met at Waterhouse’s 
residence at 7:30 o'clock. The forma- 
tion of some sort of government was 
under discussion, and it was decided 
that the commander-in-chief of the 
forces supporting the proposed new 
government should be appointed. The 
position was offered John H. Soper, 
who demurred, not seeing any backing 
whatever to support the movement. 
Soper was answered by the members of 
the committee that the American Min- 
ister would support the movement with 
the troops of the Boston. 

“Soper still doubted, so a couple of 
the committee escorted him over to the 
legation, which, by the way, is in the 
adjoining premises, and the three came 
back after a time, reporting that Stev- 
ens had given them full assurance that 
any proclamation that the government 
put forward at the government build- 
ing or any other building in Honolulu, 
for that matter, would receive his im- 
mediate recognition and the support of 
the forces of the Boston. 

“The assurance seemed to satisfy 
Soper, and he accepted the position. 
On Tuesday afternoon, January 17, the 
committee of thirteen, or Committee of 
Saftey, proceeded from the office of W. 
O. Smith (now attorney-general of the 
provisional government) to the govern- 
ment building, and there, read the 
proclamation of the new. government at 
2:30 o’clock, there being practically no 
audience whatever. 

“*As the reading proceeded, a dozen 
or.so loungers gathered, and, near the 
close of the ceremony, about 
thirty supporters variously armed, 
came running into the side and back 
entrances to the yard and gathered 
about the committee. At this moment, 
the United States troops, in temporary 
quarters less than one hundred yards 
away, appeared under arms, and, evi- 
dently prepared for any emergency. 
During all the deliberations of the 
committee, and, ih fact, through all 
the proceedings connected with the 
move up to the final issue, the basis of 
action was the general understanding 
that Minister Stevens would keep his 
promise to support the movement with 
men from the Boston, and the state- 
ment is now advisedly made (with full 
knowledge of the lack of arms, am- 
munition and men, also the utter 


absence of organization at all adequate ™ 


to the undefttaking) that without the 
previous assurance of support from the 
American Minister, and the actual pres- 
ence of United States troops, no move- 
ment would have been attempted, and, 
if attempted, would have been @ miser- 
able failure, resulting in the capture 
and death of the participants, in a very 
short time. Having been present at 
several meetings referred to in the 
statement, I hereby certify the same to 
be correct in every particular.’’ 
(Signed.) WUNDENBURG.’ 
“Commissioner Blount sends to the 


State Department @ long interview had 


by him with 8. A. Damon, who was 
president of the advisory council of the 
provisional government. Damon’s in- 
terview is reported stenographically, 
and is signed by him as being correct. 
He was one of the men who went up 
to the government house on Monday 
afternoon, January 17, to read the proc- 
lamation declaring the Queen deposed 
and the new government in control. 
Damon corroborated the statement 
made by Wundenburg. 

“In response to Blount’s questions, 
Damon said that he and another mem- 
ber of the revolutionary committee 
went to the station-house f hold a 
conference with the Queen's representa- 
tives. Blount endé&yored to draw 
from Damon an admission that the 
argument used to induce the Queen's 
ministers to surrender was that the 
United States troops were across the 
str@sa from the government building 
and in full sympathy with the revolu- 
tion. Damon unwillingly admitted this 
was true, saying: “While I was in the 
station-house a man named Bowler 
said to me: ‘We're all prepared to re 
sist, but I will never fight against the 
American flag.”’’ 

Being again pressed for information as 
to whether the smypathy of the United 
States Minister talked about, Damon 
replied: ‘I cannot remember any defi- 
nite thing, but from Bowler’s report 
they must have thought the United 
States troops were here for some pur- 
pose. While we were in the govern- 
ment building during the reading of the 
proclamation, and while we were all 
extremely nervous as to our personal 
safety, I asked one of the men with 
me there: ‘Will not the American 
troops support us?’’ Finally I asked 
one of the men to go over and ask 
Lieut. Swinburne if he was not going 
to send someone over to protect us. 
The man returned and said: ‘Capt. 
Wiltse’s orders are to remain passive.’’ 

*“‘T was perfectly non-plussed at not 
receiving their support. I could not 
imagine why we were there without 
being supported by the American 
troops. We were there, fifteen or 
twenty minutes without their support- 
ing us in any way.’ Being asked what 
was accomplished by the first visit 
to the station-house, Damon at length 
replied: ‘The Queen’s ministers vir- 
tually gave it up. They’said that if 
they had only the provisional govern- 
ment to contend with and the forces 
of the provisional government they 
would not surrender. They felt that 
they could meet the emergency so far 
as the provisional government was con- 
cerned, but as it was they were willing 
to yield, and the Queen and I went 
along with them to the palace. 

*“*We all met in the blue-room, there 
were present the Queen, the two young 
princes, four ministers, Judge Wide- 
mann, Paul Neumann, J. O. Carter, E. 
C. McFarland and myself. We went 
over between 4 and 65 o’clock, and re- 
meined until 6 We asked sur- 
render, and the ministers advised it. 
At first, Judge Widemann opposed the 
idea, but yiel@#@ when Neumann did. 
It was the Queen’s idea that she could 
surrender pending settlement at Wash- 
ington. 

“Tt was on that condition she gave 
up. I told her she could surrender or 
abdicate under protest.’ 

“Was the Queen advised by the min- 
isters to surrender because the sym- 
pathy of the United States was with 
the revolutionists?” 

“‘T know it was the Queen’s idea

| Soldiers Lose Their 


[FOREIGN RECORD.] 


Albion's Coast Strewn 
With Vessels, 


Sailors Swept Overboard and 
Perish Helplessly, 


Hundreds of Fishing Craft Re- 
ported Missing. 


Lives in 
Drifting Snow. — 


The Brazilian Insurgents—Canadian Minister 
‘Bowell’s Labors—Results of the 
Great Storm in Japan— 

From Other Lands. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

LONDON, Nov. 19.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) Up to Sunday, at 
least eighty lives are known to hgve 
been lost during the gale which swept 
over the British coast for forty-eight 
hours past, and, in addition, the crews 
of several boats are still missing. 
News arriving every hour records 
further fatalities and details of great 
damage. The A. C. Beans lost the cap- 
tain and seven of her crew. Three 
vessels were wrecked near Leith, caus- 
ing the loss, however, of only one life. 
Two railroad engines were blown off 
the track near Inverness, blocking all 
traffic. Three yachts and two coasting 
vessels are reported ashore near 
Greenock. Only four of the twelve 
members of the crew of the Cintra, 
which was wrecked, escaped. 

At West Hartlepool, considerable 
anxiety was expressed for the safety 
of the crews of a hundred fishing-boats 
which were last seen being driven 
northward by the force of the gale. 
From all parts of Ireland come reports 
of the severity of the gale. A hun- 
dred - fishing-boats are missing and 
numerous wrecks are reported in ad- 
dition. Much loss was caused to live- 
stock, and considerable damage done 
to houses and produce. The steamer 
Hampshire was driven ashore in St. 
lives, and twenty-one of her crew 
drowned, only one man managing to 
reach the shore alive. 

The guardsmen of St. Ives have al- 
ready rescued forty seamen and officers 
by means of a rocket apparatus. The 
boats between Dover and Calais have 
been compelled to suspénd trips. At 
least two vessels are known to have 
perished on the Goodwin sands. The 
steamship Lucania, from New York to 
Liverpool, was unable to land passen- 
gers today. Nine vessels are reported 
stranded between Grimsby and Clee- 
thorps, and two of these were dashed 
to pieces. So fearful was the sea that 
a life-boat was unable to leave the 
harbor. Several steamers and sailing 
vessels are reported in distress off 
Spurn Head. 

The schooner Wiclasses was wrecked 
near Yarmouth, and five of her crew 
were drowned. Considerable anxiety is 
felt for the safety of the large Yar- 
mouth herring fleet, as well as for the 
safety of a number of Scotch fishing- 
boats, which have just started for home. 
Two tourist steamers on Lake Winde- 
mere foundered during the gale, but 
no lives were lost. The streets of Scar- 
borough are filled with debris. Seven- 
teen fishing-smacks have not returned, 
and the greatest anxiety is felt for 
them. 

The steamer Rose of Aberdeen went 
ashore near Spreeton Cliff. The coast 


boiling surf, when the Norwegian three- 
masted vessel,. Armie, was driven 
ashore, and the crew washed overboard, 
only the mate was saved. The fishing- 
boat Vine, with a crew of eight men, 
capsized off Scarborough, thou- 
sands of people saw the crew struggle 
terribly and sink after being com- 
pletely exhausted. Two soldiers at- 
tempted to cross the Downhill yester- 
day evening, and were found dead in 
the snow today. 

The Holyhead coast guardsmen suc- 
ceeded in rescuing twenty-seven men 
from five vessels, which stranded there 
today. Two were afterward floated, 
bit the others are expected to be com 
plete wrecks. In addition, six vessels 
were showing signals of distress, and 
two have already foundered. The 
trawler Dauntless was wrecked at 
Downreay, and seven of her crew of 
eight were drowned. Several other 
trawlers were driven ashore and are 
expected to become total wrecks. In- 
numerable vessels beside those men- 
tioned, are ashore at various points, 
and extensive damage of a _ minor 
nature is reported from all sides. 

The gale continues today, and re- 
ports tonight say there are no signs 
of abating. Midnight reports make 
the total number of deaths 134, and this, 
without reckoning the crews of ves- 
sels which were seen-to founder off 
the coast. The total fatalities, irre- 
spective of numerous crews of missing 
&shing fleets, are estimated at quite 
two hundred, according to the most 
conservative estimates. The latest re- 
ports are that the gale shows some 
Signs of abating. The packet-boat 
Killarney from Milford, arrived at 
Cork today, and reports that on Friday 
morning she. sighted the disabled Na- 
tional line steamer Helv etia, showing 
signals of distress. The Killarney 
was unable, owing to a tremendous 
sea, to take her in tow, and was 
obliged to leave her to her fate, 

Dispatches from Calais Say that 
twenty-two fishing-boats have already 
been driven ashore, and thirteen fisher- 
men have been drowned. Reports re- 
ceived here from all parts of the north 
of France, say most severe weather 
prevailed along the coast, and that 


there have been wrecks near Havre, 
Cherbourg and other points. Tele-

graphic communication throughout En- 
giand has been interrupted. 

The Standard says that it is reported 
that hundreds of lives were lost dur- 
ing the storm in the northern part of 
France. Many bodies were cast ashore 
in the eastern part of France. 


USE FOR THE UNEMPLOYED. 


The Mexican Rebels Endeavoring to Increase 
Their Followers. 

EL PASO (Tex.,) Nov. 19.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Mexican revolu- 
tionists are seattering circulars through- 
out the valley on both sides of the 
Rio Grande, offering men $2.50 per day 
to fight. Each man to have 100 cart- 
ridges, and $5 a day to men 
with rifle and pistol. The circular is 
signed by Santa Ana Periz, general-in- 
chief of the north, Micario Pashecho 
and Valente Garcia are named as the 
other rebel generals. 

The idea of the leaders of the rebel 
forces is to offer inducements to the 
great army of unemployed passing 
through this point from California, and, 
by their aid, effect the capture of the 
northern States of Mexico The rebel- 
lion is already manifest In the south of 
that republic. 


REVOLUTIONISTS WELL FIXED.

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Brazilian ship Nith- 
eroy is now ready for sea. It is pos- 
sible that she may go off tonight. If 
not, she will sail tomorrow sure. Min- 
ister Mondonca was aboard today, and 
is of the opinion that if the Nitheroy 
happens to encounter one of Mello’s 
formidable warships, such as the Aqui- 
daban, she will be sunk sure.

THE JAPANESE FLOODS.

Further particulars 
of the recent flood in Okajama have 
been received from Japan by the 
steamer Belgic, and show 644 deaths 
from drowning, 444 wounded, 3207 houses 
washed away, 6842 houses nearly or 
quite destroyed, 47,429 buildings partly 
wrecked, and 7519 acres of land more 
or less injured. The survivors are in 
great distress. 


The Government Successful. 

MADRID, Nov. 19.—Municipal elections 
here have resulted in the return of 
nineteen Monarchists and nine Repub- 
licans. The government has also been 
successful in the provinces. The polit- 
ical campaign in this city has been 
unusually. active.

‘The report gives a synoposis of the 
minutes of the meetings of the board, 
and:also a list of the various school 
sites. 

The report of Superintendent Fries-

J. O. Carter, another ‘prominent man 
engaged in the revolutionary effort, ad- 
dressed to Mr. Blount, under date of 
May 3, a letter giving his version of 
the events of January 17, as follows: 
‘At 6:30 in the evening of that day I 
was called to the government building. 
I met there Judge Dole, Charles Carter, 
S. M. Damon and twenty or thirty 
pther leading men. There was a great 
deal of excitement. They told me ‘that 
Minister Stevens had recognized the’ 
I was asked to go 
with the committee to the palace, to in- 
form Her Majesty she was deposed. I 
joined the party, headed by Damon, 
and proceeded to the palace. Damon in- 
formed Her Majesty of the establish- 
ment of the provisional government. 
and of her being deposed, and that 
she might prepare a protest, if she 
wished to do so. An awkward pause 
followed, which I broke by addressing 
| Her Majesty, expressing “my sympa- 

thy, and advised her that any demon- 
stration on her part, or her forces, 
would precipitate a conflict with the 
forces of the United States; that it 
was desirable that such a_ conflict 
should be avoided. I did because it 
was reported on the streets that Minister 
Stevens said if the revolutionists 
obtained possession of the government 
buildings he would recognize them as 
the government. I saw the buildings in 
possession of armed men and knew the 
forces of the Boston were near at hand, 
and that recognition was a fact. Word 
was sent to Marshal Wilson to‘ dis- 
band his forces at the station-house 
and surrender the building, arms and 
ammunition. Marshal Wilson refused 
to give up the station-house except 
upon the written command of Her 
Majesty’s order, prepdred and signed 
by the Queen and sent to the Marshal. 
The protest of the Queen was placed in 
the hands of President Dole, and I saw 
that he indorsed the document as re- 
ceived in due form.’ ~ 


(Signed.) O. CARTER.’ 

“In a report to the State Department, 
dated May 6, Commissioner Blount de- 
scribes at some length the difficulties 
which he encountered in obtaining the 
Stevens’s copies of correspondence with 
the Hawaiian government. Blount 
adds: ‘This same difficulty occurred 
when I called upon him for the com- 
munication from the committee of 
safety, asking for the landing of troops 
from the Boston. When Stevens finally 
turned over the records of correspond- 
ence he admitted he recognized the pro- 
visional government before the. bar- 
racks' and station-house surrendered. 
He did not consider their surrender 
of any importance. 

“In my last dispatch Lieut. Swin- 
burne fixed the surrender of the sta- 
tion-house at about 7:0 o’clock. This 
morning he called and informed me 
that Lieut. Draper said to him the 
station-house had not surrendered until 
after dark. .I inclose Lieut. Draper’s 
statement. I sonsider it now estab- 
lished beyand controversy that Stevens 
recognized the provisional government 
before the barracks and station-house 
surrendered or agreed to be surren- 
dered. 

Blount submits the 
original Stevens note, dated January 
16, asking for the use of the Opera- 
house Hall for Capt. Wiltse and men. 
The agent of the hall declined to. 
grant the use thereof because the 
building had. be®n damaged during 
‘the Wilcox insurrection in 1889. Com- 
missioner Blount conti ‘The 
building, Lieut. Swinburne informs me, 
was agreed upon on board the Bos- 
-ton before the troops landed, as the 
best place for, the location of the Bos- 
ton’s men. He suggested on shipboard 
‘that. troops be quartered near the 
wharf. so“as to be near their base of

for troops. The men were placed in the 
rear of Arion Hall, but in full view of 
the palace. The street intervened be- 
tween the government building and the 
palace. It was about three hundred 
and fifty yards from one of these build- 
ings to the other. Amerfcan troops 
were on the same side of the ‘latter 
street with the provisional government 
troopsy'which did not probably number | 
one hundred men. If the Queen’s 
troops had attacted the provisional gov- 
ernment troops our men were 
in danger of being injured, 
which might have brought them 
into collision with the Queen’s 
troope. The same is true if the pro- 
visional government troops had ad- 
vanced on the palace, if the American 
troops were landed, to protect 
American property and persons 
and American citizens. Their location 
at this place unfortunately signified 
a different purpose. The Queen, cabi- 
net and their followers undoubtedly 
believed. from the location of the Am- 
erican troops and the quick recogni- 
tion of the provisional government by 
Stevens, that United States forces 
aid the provisional government's forces 
in the event of a_ conflict.’ 

‘‘‘Admiral Skerrett addressed the fol- 
lowing letter to Commissioner Blount: 

** ‘Sir: | examined with a view to in- 
spection the premises first occupied by 
the force landed from the U. S. 8S. Bos- 
ton and known as Arion Hall, situated 
on the west of the government build- 
ing. The position of this location is 
in the rear of the large brick build- 
ing known asx Music Hall. The street 
t faces is comparatively a narrow one, 
‘the building itself facing the govern- 
ment building. Jn my opinion, it was 
unadvisable to locate the troops there 
if they were landed for tite protection 
of United States citizens, being dis- 
tantly removed from the business por- 
tion of the town, and generally far 
away from the United States Legation 
and Consulate-General, as well as dis- 
houses of the United 
States citizens. Had the provisional 
government troops been attacked from 
he east, such an attack would have 
placed them in the line of fire. 

“It is for these reasons that I con- 
sider the position.occupied illy selected. 
Naturally, if they landed with a view 
to support the provisional government 
troops, which then occupied the govern- 
ment building, it was a wise choice, as 
they could enfilade any troops attack- 
ing them from the palace grounds in 
front. 

‘There is nothing ‘further for me: to 
state in reference to this matter, all of 
which is submitte@ for your considera- 
tion.

‘Cornwall, member of the Queen’s 
Cabinet, made a-statement detailing 
the facts leading to the proclamation, 
and occurrences attendant thereon, in 
which he says: “On Sunday morning, 
January 15, Thurston, at the head of 
the revolutionary party, called upon 
my colleagues, Ministers Colburn and 
Peterson, and asked them to join with 
himself and others in deposing the 
Queen, assuring them that such move- 
ment would be perfectly safe, as Min- 
ister Stevens promised support by 
United States ’ ‘forces, and that he 
should recognize and support the. pro-. 


-visional government as soon as such 


could be taken.” ~ 

*“*On Tuesday, January 17, were 
informed that. the insurgents. “would 
proclaim the proy t in 
the afternoon, and the Cabinet called 
upon Minister Stevens, asking him if 
he would afford any assistance to the 
legal and lawful government, to which 
he was accredited, in case such resistance 
should be required. He refused, in un- 
mistakable terms, and made us under- 
stand that he should acknowledge and 
support the revolutionary government, 
as soon as it was established. Mr. 
Cornwall explains that the government 
did not place the forces in the govern- 
ment building because of the presence 
of the United States sroope: across the 
street. 

** ‘We realized then,” adds ‘Cornwall, 
‘that any steps from our -side to ‘dis- 
lodge and arrest the rebels would un- 
avoidably lead us into conflict with the

EVANGELIST SMITH. 


Closing Services at Simp- 
son Tabernacle. 


An Able Sermon by the Elo- 
quent Preacher. 


Special Musical Programme for the 
Occasion. 


‘‘The Doctrines Which Christ Never Men- 
tioned’’ Discussed by Rev. Mr. Thom- 
son of Unity Church—Other 
Services. 


The floor and galleries of Simpson 
Methodist Episcopal Tabernacle were 
densely packed last ,evening, at the 
closing services held by Evangelist F. 
L. Smith. There were, besides Mr. 
Smith, the following pastors occupy- 
ing the platform, their congregations 
being represented in the tabernacle: 
Rev. Dr. Chichester, Immanuel Pres- 
byterian Church; Rev. M. H. Stine, 
First English Lutheran Church; Rev. 
Dr. Reed, First Baptist Church; Rev. 


Dr. Hutchins, First Congregational 
Church; Rev. D. R. Colmery, Third 
Presbyterian Church; Rev. H. W. 


Crabbe, Second United Presbyterian 
Church. The fine choir of Simpson 
Church was augmented by the Y.M.C.A. 
quartette, who sang several selections 
beautifully. During the offertory Miss 
Elizabeth H. Kimball sang a solo with 
great tenderness, with Miss. Helen 
Widney, as pianist. 

Evangelist Smith preached a power- 
ful sermon, from these three texts: 

“What think ye of Christ?’’ Mat- 
thew xxii,42. 

“What shall I do then. with Jesus, 
which is called Christ?” Matthew 
Xxvii,22. 

“How shall we escape if we neglect 
so great salvation?’’ Hebrews xi,3. 

The force of Mr. Smith’s manner lies 
largely in the quiet and direct way in 
which he brings his questions home to 
each individual. There is nothing .sen- 
sational in the method in which he 
conducts a revival; but his every word 
has weight, and is pointed with a 
truth that is irresistable. His anecdotes 
are unfailing, and many of those re- 
lated last night were so touching as to 
affect his hearers to tears. It is the 
simple, always, which._he uses with 
great effect. He pointed out many 
stumbling-blocks in the way of Chris- 
tian life, and he urged that none 
should go forth from the house of wor- 
ship in which they were assembled 
without assuring themselves of Christ’s 
salvation. He pictured the simple faith 
of a child, which is all that is required 
to receive that salvation. A man does 
not need to understand theology, to be 
learned in the Bible; he needs only to 
learn the simplicity of Jesus, and to ac- 
cept Him in that simplicity. Jesus 
Christ is the center of the world’s gaze, 
of the world’s hope, and He is ready 
and willing to save every one who — 
sav to Him, gs simple as the child 
would say, “I come to You; take me; I 
am Thine.”’ In that momeft when life 
is given up to Him, one feels and 
knows that he is saved.

UNITY CHURCH, 

At the Church of the Unity yester- 
day, the pastor, Rev. J. S. Thomson, 
preached a sermon on ‘“‘The Doctrines 
Which Christ Never Mentioned,”’ from 
the text: “In vain do they worship Me, 
teaching for doctrines the command- 
ments of men. For, laying aside, the 
commandment of God, ye hold the tra- 
dition of men... making the word 
of God of none effect through your tra- 
citions,’’ Mark vii, 8-13. 

The churches of Christ teach many 
good doctrines, which Christ never 
mentioned, as the spiritual authority 
of the gospels. A guide-book for the 
United States that would leave out New 
York, Chicago, or Los Angeles, and the 
Hudson and Mississippi, would be re- 
garded as defective and _ unreliable. 
Christ came to teach the ways of true 
life in the religious world; and, if He 
left out anything that is essential “to 
man’s salvation, His guide-book is in- 
sufficient, and we would expect that 
He would make the essentials too plain 
to be misunderstood; and we must as- 
sume that His biographers knew what 
Hse considered to be important doc- 
trines. He never mentions these doc- 
trines: The fail of man, total deprav- 
ity, immaculate “conception, trinity, a 
sacrifice for atonement and forgiveness. 
In all these doctrines there is some 
truth, except in total depravity, and 
the conservative view of the atonement. 
Christ. never called this a bad world, 
nor the body a clog, as some people 
teach. Christ is no authority for those 
Who ignore the good in other religions 
of the world; for He acknowledged tfie 
faith of the Syrophoenician woman, the 
centurion, the good Samaritan, and re- 
buked the disciples who wanted to call 
fire from heaven upon the villagers. 
Noah, Abraham, Joseph, Moses, Elijah, 
were surely saved, but they were not 
saved by Christ. He never said they 
were. If men want to be saved to the 
highest life and religion and civiliza- 
tion there is no other name than 
Christ’s for this highest civilization. 
The plain teachings of Christ in the 
gospels are the essentials of Christian- 
ity. He who studies these doctrines 
and weaves them into his life and char- 
acter, is a Christian. Christ Himself 
Has defined what it is to be His fol- 
lower. It is a curious fact that many 
denominations insist upon doctrines as 
essential to salvation, which Christ 
never said a word about. If they be 
right, the gogpel of Christ is imperfect, 
as it certainly has nothing to say about 
these doctrines. We believe Christ's 
plain teachings are sufficient, for His 
gospel is the the religion of angels, is 
the perfect and absolute religion, is 
the will of the Almighty. This satis- 
files us. It will satisfy all some day. 
He who follows Christ, and accepts His 
doctrines, plainly and strongly declared 
in the gospels, will some day be in- 
troduced by the Master to the angels. 
Christ and His gospel are sufficient. 

The subject for next Sunday morn- 
ing will be ‘“‘Noah’s Ark.”

He Keeps a Carriage and Drives to Town in

chief of the Palouse Indians. He owns 
160 acres of land, all under cultivation, 
with good house and barn, and well 
stocked.

A 
close estimate would place the number 
of spectators who attended the meets 
at nearly one hundred and fifty thou- 
sand, or an average of nearly four 
thousand at each meet, an attendance 
remarkable in the fact that cycle-rac- 
ing as a national sport is in its in- 
fancy. 

From a racing potnt of view, the 
meets without exception were successes. 
Exceedingly large fields of men, of @x- 
ceptional speed, battled for su- 
premacy on every occasion, and fast 
time in both handicap and scratch 
events was the natural consequence, 
world’s competitive records being es- 
tablished at almost every meet. 

While it was intended the circuit 
should be an international one, it par- 
took of that nature in name only, 
owing to the apparent apathy of the 
foreigners, who, although the races 
were open to all comers, did not par- 
ticipate as it was supposed they would, 
Meintjes of South Africa, and Hyslop 
of Canada, being the only foreigners 
of note who appeared and contested. 
Yet the title, “Champion of the 
World,”’. which was conferred on the 
winners of the three international con- 
tests at the Chicago meet is not an 
empty honor, since, although the for- 
eign racing men were not contestants, 
the two winners, Zimmerman at one 
and six miles, and Meintjes at sixty 
miles, had previously established the 
right of their claim to be so desig- 
nated, and it is extremely doubtful 
whether the presence of all the crack 
racing men of other countries would 
have made any difference in the re- 
sult. 

Of course the natural result of «so 
much racing in every section of the 
country has proved a golden oppor- 
tunity for the racing crack to become 
more proficient in his art, and, as a 
consequence the American riders to- 
day stand at the head of the cycling 
world in speed. The wheelmen of no 
other country have been able to best 
them when it came to a contest in 
which a remarkable degree of speed 
was necessary in the finish of a race, 
the way they are run at present. At 
speed work of American riders have 
shown themselves to be far in advance 
of all others, and although all long-dis- 
tance re@ords are held by foreigners, 
it is possibly only because that 
branch of the sport has néver’ been 
cultivated to any extent in this coun- 
try.

IVES AND SCHAEFER.

THE QUADRUPLET. 

An interesting feature of the modern 
record-breaking is the use of the quad- 
ruplet, a bicycle as long and lean as a 
racehorse, and s0 arranged that four 
swift wheelmen may ride it. A. A. 
Zimmerman and John 8S. Johnson have 
both been paced in their assaults on 
the records by the quadruplet, and the 
records have changed so rapidly of late 
that it requires all the ingenuity of the 
proverbial Philadelphia lawyer to kecp 
track of them. 

The quadruplet is a develo;ment of 
the old tandem idea. Several years ago 
a bicycle built for two was something 
of a novelty. Then came the ‘ -iplet, 
with aceommodations for three riders, 
and this year the quadruplet made iis 
appearance.

~ TRADE REVIEW. 


The Tide Seems to Have 
Turned. - 


Improvement in the East as 
Well as at Home. 


The Recent Cold Snap Not as Disas- 
trous as Rsported. 


Only Three Insignificant Failures During 
"the Week in the Southern California 
District--A Riverside Con- 
tractor in Trouble. 


The past week has been satisfactory 
in financial and trade~ circles. Forti- 
fied by encouraging reports from the 
East, money has become easier and 
wholesale merchants feel less insecure. 
The reports sent abroad regarding 
the rerent storm were greatly ex- 
aggregated and may work more damage 
to Southern Cajiformia’s reputation 
than the entire loss will amount to 
in her own territory. As a matter of 
fact, the ‘beautiful snow’’ was ex- 
ceedingly scarce except in possibly a 
few altitudinous places. The wind 
which followed was more injurious 
than either the snow or slight frost of 
which so much was said. Fortunately 
only the most exposed placés were in 
the storm’s path, and the aggregate 
loss is comparatively insignificant. 
Still the damaging reports have: been 
sent out and it will take some little 
time before the evil effects of this 
premature scare can be fully counter- 
acted. 

Again Los Angeles has the prestige 
of being the only city among the larger 
commercial centers that shows an in- 
crease in bank clearances. Every 
other place on the list, from New York 
to Spokane, shows a decrease: any- 
where from 11.1 to 77.8 per cent, while 
the Angel City marches proudly in the 
lead/ with a 23.7 per cent increase. 
This showing is not only exceedingly 
flattering to ourselves, but its almost 
weekly repetition is bound to attract 
attention in the money centers East 
sooner or later. 

During the ‘past 
minor failures were 
Southern California district. One of 
of these was in this city, the Peerless 
Steam Laundry Company having. made 
an assignment in trust for all cred- 
itors. There was one default in San 
Bernardino, a saloon having gone to 
the wall, and the third on the list was 
that of a contractor in Riverside. The 
last named, although under the list 
of the week’s failures, is, properly 
speaking, a _ relic. According to the 
Riverside daily papers, A. M. Lyon, a 
contractor owing numerous” small 
bills about town, had disposed of his 
property and had purchased a ticket 
for the East. When he arrived at Los 
Angeles he was arrested at the in- 
stance of McBean & Co., a Riverside 
clothing firm, who claimed that Lyon 
was about to leave the State with in- 
tent to defraud his creditors. Lyon 
was taken back to Riverside and was 
to have had a preliminary examina- 
tion, but compromised the matter be- 
fore the case became generally known. 
The Riverside Press in its report. of 
the suit, naively says: 

“The matter, however, was settled 
out of court before the time for trial 
ad arrived, by the defendant: giving 
is note for the amount, and when 
the case was called it was dismissed 
and the defendant was released.”’ 

THE TURN OF THD TIDE. 

Dun’s review for the week ending 
November 11, 1893, in speaking of the 
situation in the East, says: 

“The turn of the tide has come. 
Since the elections there has been a 
distinct improvement in business, and 
particularly in manufacturing. There‘ 
is some increase in actual transactions, 
and much more in the tone of busi- 
ness. Men of all parties feel that there 
is ground for greater confidence, the 
silver question being put definitely out 
of the way, and the chance of disturb- 
ing action in other respects being les- 
sened, while the right of the people to 
rule their rulers has been vindicated. 
While it is yet too early to look for 
great changes, there is already a dis- 
tinct improvement in the demand for 
manufactured products since. the ac- 
tion on the silver bill, some increase in 
the output of pig-ironm and in the sales 
of wool, in the building trades in sev- 
eral cities, and the failures for the 
week latest reported show lower lia- 
bilities. In brief, the recovery which 
began when the silver repeal bill passed 
continues with increased strength.”’ 

Another very important point touched 
upon by Dun’s Review, is the follow- 
ing. 

“The first week of November has 
passed, and thousands of business men 
breathe more freely because the ap- 
prehended failures in dry goods have 
been much less numerous and less im: 
portant than was feared. No doubt 
it was true that many concerns have 
been carried over by extension, but 
@ven a moderate revival of trade will 
enable most of them to weather the 
storm. A gradual improvement is seen 
in the market for cotton goods, with 
slightly. better prices in print cloths 
and some other grades. The sales of 
wool for the week haye been 3,864,200 
pounds, at the three principal markets, 
against 8,215,000 last year. While the 
production of men's woolens from June 
1 to November 1 was only 10,173,716 
yards, against 17,085,019 for the same 
period last year, there is good reason 
to expect a larger demand hereafter. 
Thus orders for spring woolens have

THE FAILURES. 

Failures for the past week number 
S61 in the United States, and 37 in 
Canada; total, 398; against 286 for the 
previous week, and 236 for the cor- 
responding week of last year, of which 
210 were in the United. States, and 26 
in Canada. In number the failures show 
no falling off, but in importance there 
is a marked difference. No bank fail- 
have occurred, and of commeraid] 
failires only are represenied us 
having from $100,000 to $200,000 invested. 
’ By far the greater number are small 
and unimportant..

Under a direct and specific Conte ect Betrace Mr. Gird and the Chino Valley Beet Sugar 
Company, acorporation Which institut and operatesthe eet Sugar industry, they 
agreed to purchase from Mr. Gird or his successors all the beets grown on the ranch for 
years to come, and at the present date, about November Ist, 1893, before the commence- 
ment of the next season, a fixed price is established that the factory will pay for the beets 
at maturity next season. This insures the planter in the market for his crop, and with the 

rice that is fixed, before he takes any risk in the matter or makes the first move towards 
urning over the ground. 

Possibly there is no other branch of industry where calculations for future results can 
be made so readily or socorrectly calculated upon, and returns realized insoshorta 
time as in the cultivation of the Sugar Beet under such auspices.

I-teil you 
that of all the hundreds and thousands 
of people that I talked with, who passed 
through our building during the fair, 
there was not one of those who had 
not at some time been. here, not one 
Single one, who did not express an en- 
thusiastic desire to visit this country; 
many of them stated most emphatic- 
ally that they were coming just as soon 
as they could arrange their business 
matters in the .Bast, so they could 
leave. 
_ “From this I draw \my conclusion 
that California will be benefited by its 
great exhibit for the next ten years or 
more. As the Eastern people, who de- 
sire to come to California, dispose of 
their homes they will proceed to carry 
out their intentions of visiting, and, 
in most cases, locating in California. 

“I have no hesitancy in saying that, 
if it would not' now be for the money 
stringency in the Bast, California 
would be full of people. Just as soon 
as the times ta little better in a 
number of these Eastern States, I feel 
quite sure that the California public 
will be happily surprised at the volume 
of home-seekers that will pour into 
this country. I know this is putting 
the matter pretty strong, but I am cor- 
rectly predicting the near future. Per- 
a the people here do not feel so san- 
guine in the matter, and I do not won- 
eer at it, for it is surely difficult for 
them to realize the vastness of the op- 
portunity the State, by counties and 
as one grand whole, had before it, of 
making an indelible impression upon 
the minds of millions of people from 
all over the world, of the varied and 
wonderful productions of the country. 
Yes, I do not think the people here re- 
alize what opportunities we have had 
at the fair to correctly and extensively 
ee the resources of our unex- 
celled State. 

“Oh, we had a pleasant trip hdme: 
There was a carload of «S--come to Los 
Angeles, scme tu San Bernardinc, Riv- 
erside, San IMego, Santa Barbara, Ven- 
tura and other counties. On the same 
train we came on there were three 

tourisis’ cars packed with Eastern 
people, céming here to locaté. The con- 
ductor of our train told us that the 
travel was row increasing every -trip. 

“Oh, by the way, I want to thank 
The Times for the splendid service it 
gave wus during the season, and the 
correct representation it gave us.

IMPORTANT CASE. 


The Long Voyage of a Cargo of 
| Nails. 


— 


Shipments from New York via Europe for 
California to Save Freight Charges. 
A Mercantile Man- 
euver. 


(San Francisco Chronicle, Saturday :) 
The suit of the United States vs. 250 
kegs of nails was argued yesterday be- 
fore the Circuit Court of Appeals. -It 
is an interestihg one for merchants, as 
on the judgment in it depends whether 
$250,000 worth of merchandise that has 
been seized, shall be sold by the gov- 
ernment or be returned to the former 
owners. It is interesting, also, be- 
cause of the sidelight that it throws 
on the overland freight charges. 

The 250 kegs of nails were shipped 
from New York in June, 1891, to Ant- 
werp, Belgium, on the Belgium ship 
Waesland, and, after being unloaded 
at Antwerp, were at once put aboard 
the British ship Kirkcudbrightshire and 
taken to Redondo, Cal. A Federal stact- 
ute provides that merchandise shall not 
be transported from one port of the 
United States to another on foreign 
bottoms, and under that section the 
seizure was made at Redondo. 

It may seem that it would be more 
expensive to send the goods to Eu- 
rope, thousands of miles out of the 
way, when their destination was a 
domestic port, but the shippers found 
the cost otherwise. On account of the 
combination between the Pacific Mail 
and the Southern Pacific, freight rates 
were so high that it was cheaper for 
them to transport their goods on for- 
eign ships. They could not secure 
American bottoms at reasonable rates. 
It would have been plainly against 
the law to send merchandise directly 
from New York to a California port 
in foreign bottoms, so the device of 
shipping first to Europe was resorted 
to, . @e goods were returned free of 
duty, as goods of American manufac- 
ure are thus exempted under the tariff 
law. 

After taking this roundabout course 
on the sea the merchants found that 
they paid from $3 to $4 a ton less for 
freight than they would if they had 
shipped by the more direct routes which 
the combination controlled. 

Hardware was the principal kind of 
merchandise thus shipped, as it did 
not matter how long it was on the 
water. A cargo of lard and a consign- 
ment of whisky were also seized. The 
seizures at this port aggregate $250,- 


Before shipping by the European 
route the New York merchants got a 
ruling from the Treasury Department 
in 1891 that the law could not prevent 
the shipping of merchandise in that 
way. The Treasury Department issued 
blanks to fit such shipments. When it 
was seen that this plan would cut into 
the freight business of the combination, 
the Treasury Department changed its 
mind, and sent out instructions to 
make the seizures. 

District Judge Ross decided the Re- 
dondo case against the government, and 
an appeal was taken. It was argued 
yesterday by Dist.-Atty. Garter for the 
United States, and Messrs. Page and 
Andros for the merchants. 

After Judge Ross’s decision. in which 
he held that the statute could not pre- 
vent the mercantile maneuver, Con- 
gress, in February, 1893, amended the 
law‘so as to prohibit any resort to this 
saving plan hereafter.
